HOME GROWING 


You Have a Place to Grow Orchids 


As house guests, orchid plants leave almost nothing to be desired. They are adaptable, pleasant to behold, and a source 
of constant interest and delight. Their ‘‘guest room” might be over the sink in the kitchen, in the living room, or in a sunny en- 
closed porch—any place about the home where the temperature does not go, roughly, below 50° F. 

We give below a few simple directions for the better known families in the orchid tribe. Should you want more detailed 
information, write for our free folders for specific information or purchase one of the excellent recent books on orchids you 


will find listed on page 21 of this catalog. 


To Find a Growing Area 


Select a bright window in your home, removed from 
drafts, where your plant will get morning and afternoon 
DIRECT sun. The plants need be protected only from burn- 
ing, midday summer sun in a window collection, If you have 
one of the newer picture windows, you may adjust for the 
additional light by placing your plants back 18 to 36 
inches from the window, but KEEP YOUR GROWING AREA 
BRIGHT. 

In colder areas, it may be necessary at times to move 
the plant back a few inches from the windows, as protec- 
tion from the freezing glass. 


Providing Extra Humidity 


In the growing area you may set the pots on pebbles 
in a tray, as illustrated on the next pege. Keep the pebbles 
wet, but water level should be below the surface of the 
pebbles, except immediately after watering so the air will 
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circulate under the bottom of the pot, and pick up moisture 
from the pebbles, Exceptions to this rule are Cypripediums 
and Cymbidiums, both of which may rest in the water for 
some time with beneficial results. You may use any sort 
of pebbles you wish. We have small packages available 


(see page 21) but any gravel which may be available in 
your locality will be fine. 


Temperature Requirements 


Orchids are not the delicate plants most people think 
they are. Within loose bounds, they will adapt readily to 
conditions offered by any modern house. Usually, for grow- 
ing purposes, we group them into three temperature classes. 

THE MEDIUM TYPES are represented by Cattleyas, 
Epidendrums, mottled leaf Cypripediums, and such lesser 
types as Oncidiums, and others. The ideal minimum is 62° 
F, nights, with days in the upper 70's. Considerable OCCA- 
SIONAL deviations will have no effect, since most orchid 


plants adapt themselves so readily to temperature condi- 
tions, just as they do in their native habitat. 


THE COOL TYPES are represented by the Odontoglos- 
sum grande, Cymbidiums, and plain leaf Cypripediums, 
among others, and should be kept five degrees cooler than 
the medium types. 


THE WARMER TYPES are represented by the Phal- 
aenopsis and Vandas. They should be kept five degrees 
warmer than the medium types. 


To Water Your Orchids 


Again, not all orchid plants have the same moisture 
requirements. They may be grouped into three categories, 
according to their differing needs: 


CATTLEYAS, LAELIOCATTLEYAS, BRASSOLAELIOCAT- 
TLEYAS, ONCIDIUMS, etc., are epiphytes, or ‘‘air-rooted”’ 
types, with built-in water tanks called pseudobulbs. They 
like a thorough watering, with a chance to dry out between 
waterings. In normal weather, a 6-inch pot of this type 
will need a copious watering about every five days or so. 
In very hot, dry weather, the five-day period may be de- 
creased to three or four, and in cool, wet weather, increased 
to six or seven. Plants potted in Wonderbark (all of ours 
of this type are) must be watered twice as frequently as 
those planted in osmunda. The coarser the bark the more 
often they must be watered. 


PHALAENOPSIS, and VANDAS, while also epiphytic, 
do not have the built-in water tanks for storage, and their 
requirements are about the same as any ordinary house 
plant. Water enough to keep the potting mixture DAMP 
but not DRIPPING at all times. 


CYPRIPEDIUMS and CYMBIDIUMS are yet another 
type. These are known as semi-terrestrials, or terrestrials, 
which means ‘‘earth-rooted,”’ and they need an abun- 
dance of moisture at the roots to do well. Unlike the other 
two oroups, they do not mind wet feet and the bottom of 
the pots may stand in water for some time after watering. 


In watering all types, just pour the water into the 
top of the pot, or you may dunk the pot to the rim and 
drain in the sink or on the tray of pebbles. Much will seem 
to drain through the drainage hole in the bottom, but more 
is retained by the porous, absorbent potting mixture than 
you would think, In determining when to re-water you may 
use the Moisture Comparator (see page 20) or a practical 
test is to feel the potting compound, not just the surface, 
but stick your fingers into it. It will feel harsh and dry to 
the touch if it needs water. If still damp, your fingers will 
note the moisture. 


Feeding Your Orchids 


Most prehids suggested today for the home are potted 
either in chopped or shredded fir bark, such as our own 
WONDERBARK, or osmunda. How much and how often you 
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feed is determined by which type potting material is used. 
Plants potted in WONDERBARK should be fed two or three 
times as often as those planted in osmunda. 


For feeding the plants, use any of the new, totally 
water soluble commercial orchid feeds, as listed on page 
21 of this catalog. Just add the fertilizer to the regular 
watering, following manufacturer's directions as to con- 
centration. Also, when you water, do not be afraid to run 
water through the pot to rinse away excess deposits of 
feed (salts). 


Repotting Your Plants 


When the plant growth outgrows the pot, or every 
two years, it is time to repot, Most plants today are potted 
in WONDERBARK (fir bark), rather than the traditional 
osmunda, because the bark mixtures are as simple to use 
as ordinary soil, and do not require the special techniques 
of osmunda. See inside of back cover for the easy 1, 2, 3, 4 
steps, or write for our folder. 


Above All, Enjoy Your Plants 


When the plant is in bloom, you may remove it to 
any part of the house best suited as a background for its 
beauty. Leave the pebbles and gravel behind in the grow- 
ing area, and try one of the attractive cover pots advertised 
on page 22 of the catalog, or perhaps you would prefer 
an expandable bamboo sleeve, illustrated on page 20. 
This is your big moment, make the most of it. Then when 
the blooms fade, clip back just the flower stem itself,. with- 
out cutting leaves or bulbs, and return the plant to the . 
growing area for the next year’s blooms to develop. 


Orchids are free from plant pests, and almost never 
will they need spraying of any sort. If you think they may, 
write, describing symptoms, and your present care.
